This work seemed to prom- 
ise best results if done at home under 
the supervision of a. competent person 
as inspector. 
t>y instruction of the 


State l^duc-itioii department at Al- 
bany, this work must bo done in co- 
operation with the schools of the city. 
-Mrs. 1:. W. Hove was thereupon ap- 
pointed by she school board at the 
request of the joint committee. 
In 


co-operation with the teachers in the 
schools, seeds were ordered by the 
children in penny packets.

placed before the war and navy de- 
partments. These recommendations are 
Jo the effect that the United States 
Irould b« fully justified in changing its 
recruiting: requirement* by reducing 
me minimum height from fire feet 
foor Inches to five' feet one Inch and

rmpondlngly tne minimum weight 
m 128 to 120 pounds. The commit- 
polntg'out that many European na- 


tionalities, most of which are well rep- 
tesented in thla country, have an aver- 
Ige height of two, three or four inches 
Iborter than that of Americans, the 
tmallcr statures signifying normal va- 
tlatlon, according to racial difference 
rather than degeneration.

'specially strong in the manufacturing 
liBtrk-rs of the north of England, they 
'jiduc-ed the war office to accept the 
services of men. of five feet and to 
form those of that heighfand less than 
ave feet thro* inches into "bantam" 
.-eKiments. Experience has fully Justi- 
3eld that action, for the bantams have 
Jone splendklly in all kinds of mili- 
tary work. Among the strongest and 
uost aggressive fighting regiments 
Britain ha s raised are those recruited 
B the Scotch mining districts. They 
:omprlse a large proportion of sturdy 
men who are below tlie medium in 
stature. 


Another point to bft taken into con- 


sideration Is that intensive training 
frequently adds one, two and even 
±rce Inches to the young soldier's 
weight. Xumberless thousands of Brit- 
ish recruits have returned home <m 
eave after n few months' training 
rastly improved in health, strength and 
Jhysical development. 


There is at least one great flghtintt 


inn, the most powerful in tho world 
)f its kind, in which tall recruits are 
lot so welcome as shorter men. The 
British navy favors tbe "stocky" type 
-deep of chest, strong of biceps and 
(lot above middle height. Such is the 


'handy man" of John Bull's fleet, who 
* two or-three inches shorter than the 
:yplcal American "Jackie." 


Many of the shorter men who want 


:o fight under the Star Spangled Ban- 
acr tail? live in good hope. If the war 
iasts *•>!- another two years it is wholly 
probable tbnt Uncle Sam will Be glad 
:o recruit those of bis boys who are 
Jve feot two inches high and can pass 
the doctor as fit and well.

FOREST ROADS 


Plans Announced For Work 


Under Federal Road Act, 


$10,000,000 APPROPRIATED 


Secretary of Agriculture 
Ha* Given 


Out the Tentative Allotments to Be 
Apportioned to tho Principal Nation- 
al Forest States and Explains the 
Method In Awarding the Amounts. 


[From the forest service, United States 


department of agriculture.] 


Secretary Houston-recently announc- 


ed the plan to be pursued in spending 
the $10,000,000 appropriated by the 
federal aid road act for the construction 
and maintenance oC roads and trails 
within or partly witlilu national for- 
ests 
and 
has 
tentatively allotted 


among the various national forest 
states the $1,000,000 which is expend- 
able this fiscal year. 


Tbe tentative allotments to the prin- 


cipal national forest states are as fol- 
lows: Alaska, $40,280; Arizona, $00,- 
705; Arkansas, $11,294: 
California. 


?140,76.-J; 
Colorado, $02,335; 
Idaho. 


$108,010; Montana, $U9,901; Nevada. 
S19.100; N'ew Mexico, $42.02:.': Oregon, 
$127.704; South Dakota, ?8,115; Utah. 
$40,982; Washington. $91,739; Wyo- 
ming, $40,566. In addition a total of 
$9,552 has been tentatively assigned 
to Florida. Michigan, Minnesota, Ne- 
braska, North Dakota and Oklahoma, 
while the eastern states—Maine, New 
Hampshire, Virginia, \Vest Virginia. 
North Carolina, South Carolina. Teii- 
• essee nnd Georgia—in which the gov- 
ernment is purchasing lands for'na- 
tional forests, have been allotted $21,- 
057. ' 


"In general," said Secretary Hous 


ton, 
"the states nnd counties will be re- 


quired to furnish co-operation in an 
amount at least equal to 50 per eent of 
the estimated cost of he surveys and 
construction. However, upon a satis 
factory showing by the applicant state 
or county that such proportion of co- 
operation is Inequitable it may be nl- 
tered and the ratio of co-operation fixed 
upon a basis equitable to both tbe state 
or county and the tfnited States." 


The method followed in apportioning 


the money was. explained by Secretary 
Houston as follows: Ten per cent of 
the amount available each year will be 
withheld as a contingent fund. 
One 


half of the remainder will be allotted 
to tbe states in amounts which will be 
based on the area of national foresl 
lands in each state. The other bait will 
be apportioned on u basis of estimated 
value of timber and forage resources 
which the forests contain. Amounts 
apportioned but unexpended within 
three years and nny balance of the con- 
tingent fund which remains unappor- 
tinned at the cud of each year will be 
reapportloned on the same basis as the 
original allotments. 


The two groups of states to which 


lump sums are allotted are, it was ex- 
plained, to be considered as single units 
of

The determination of iue projects 


upon which funds will be expended 
during the current fiscal year will be 
made on the basis of applications 
which must he filed with the district 
foresters on or before Oct. 1, 1010. 


Each application must contain a state- j 
merit oC the public needs to be served j 
by the proposed road and the manner j 
and extent to which it would aid in j 
Hie development of resources upon 
which communities within or ndjacrut 
to the nntional forests are dependent 
and must also show the general loca- 
tion of the proposed road atul its esti- 
mated cost. As already stated, in gen- 
eral states and counties must be pre- 
pared to furnish co-operation equal to 
at least 50 per cent of the estimated 
cost of surveys and construction. This 
co-operation nmy be in the form of 
money, labor and materials or the con- 
struction of roads. Where other fac- 
tors are equal, the approval of a proj- 


ect may be determined upon the rela- 
tive amount of co-operation offered. 
Many applications nave, it Is stated, 
already been received for expenditures 
upon specific projects.

Greece's Breik Miy Be Prelude 


to Advance From Saloniki, 


HEMOVES VEXING PROBLEM 


Army of 100,000 Hellenes Is Admirably 


Tr»in*d and Would Be a Tremendous 
Aid to Enemies of Central Powers. 
Will Not Prove • Second Roum*nia

For Germans. 


A Wow through the Balkans -will bo 


fhe ne\t move of the allied armies, ac 
cording to the significance which wel! 
po-ted officials and diplomats In Wash 
[Dgtou attached to the action of Greece 
In severing diplomatic relations tvith 
the central powers. 


That the break in relations is a pre- 


lude to the formal entry of Greece Into 
the war on the side of the entente is 
>egarded as a matter of complete cer- 
tainty. 


How soon her army will be In shape 


to take an active part in the allied op- 
erations will depend, It Is felt, on how 
quickly her present force can be re- 
brganized and the new drafts proposed 
bv 1'remier Vemzelos can be com- 
'p.eted. 


The main consideration from the 


Standpoint 
of 
the 
allies is 
that 


Greece's action has definitely removed 
one of the gravest problems menacing 
fbe safety of the Saloniki expedition. 


So long as the attitude of the Greek 


government remained uncertain the al- 
lies could not project any extended of- 
fensive from their base at Saloniki for 
fear that a Greek betrayal at their 
rear would cut their communications 
and lead to a complete annihilation or 
capture of the expeditionary force. 


It was this fear, aggravated by a re- 


klUatioft of the tremendous advan- 
]tages to be gamed from a successful 
Hnve through the Balkans, that led 
first to the demand of the allies for a 
demobilization of the Greek army, then 
to the allied encouragement of Veni- 
kelos' revolt against Constantine, then 
to the enforced abdication of Constan- 
tine, who is a brother-in-law of the 
kaiser, In favor of the former's second 
eon, Alexander. 


Legation Has No News. 


Although the Greek legation had sot 


ifet received official confirmation of 
the severance of relations, there was 
to doubt expressed as to the authority 
tof the press reports from Athens. Be- 
fore its demobilization the Greek armv 
numbered 100,000, and it Is assumed 
that this force can be quickly reassem- 
bled. 


Many of the troops are seasoned vet- 


brans, having served with distinction 


In the Balkan wars, and would be a 
valuable addition to the entente forces 
at Saloniki, now numbering approxi- 
mately GoO.OOO, assuming, of course, 
that the allies would undertake to sup- 
ply the necessary equipment. 


The lessous of the Koumunian fiasco 


have made an Indelible impression on 
the allied commanders as to the se 
rlousnesa of any attempt to use troops 
without the equipment necessary to 
compete with the manelous German 
artillery. 


Ne Second Roumania. 


On the other hand, it is pointed out 


the Germans aie not likely to atjempt 
a repetition of their Kouniamun dme 
when almost before the Roumanians 
could rally under their own declara- 
tion of war the mailed fist had shot 
through their lines vUth decorating 
swiftness. 


In the months that they have been 


compelled to suspend all offensive op- 
eration; while they watched the devel- 
opment of the Greek situation the Brit- 
ish, French and Italian forces have es- 
tablished themselves aiound Saloniki 
in what Is described as practically an 
impregnable position 


Enormous stores of supplies have 


been accumulated, making them able 
to disregard all efforts of the German 
submarines in the Mediterranean to 
cut their line of communication's. For 
the Germans to attack these positions, 
it is suggested, might be as disastrous 
for them as was the Dardanelles cato- 
paigu to the allies.

"I suppose I feel this phase of the 


need more keenly because of the many 
friends I have scattered through Eu- 
rope. They are constantly writing me 
graphic letters describing the needs of 
those people and bogging us to do 
something. jr5r fiiem." 


I happened to know something of the 


effect of these letters judiciously pads, 
ed around by Mrs. Draper among hef 
many wealthy friends in this country. 
Through these indirect appeals Mrs. 
Draper has been able to turn over to 
Red Cross headquarters many large 
gifts of money and countless supplies. 
For instance, a group of five of he* 
Brooklyn friends have given her the 
privilege of spending J20.000 a yea* 
for this \\ork, besides hundreds of 
thousands of dozens of pairs of the 
bebt socks that cau be purchased. 


"Here's a letter from a friend in 


Servla, the little country we're so like. 
ly to overlook in our earnestness about 
Prance aud Belgium," she went on, 
•Their army has no reserves. Last 
fall at Monastic the same men fought 
for one hundred consecutive days with- 
out relief. They were most meagerly 
clothed and fed, and, hardest of all, 
not one of them Lnew whether his wifo 
and children, were alive or, if living, 
where they were. Thousands upon 
thousands of peasant women and chil- 
dren in Servia have no source of food 
aiid clothing but the army and the Eed 
Cross. 


"Thousands of these sufferers lire 


right in the war zone, many or them 
actually in the zone of flre The army 
has done its best to help them, but 
the army has only bread and meat to 
give, and a little of that. The indi- 
viduals and scattering relief agencies 
that are seeking to help are almost 
hopelessly handicapped by lack of ma- 
terials, workers or ti ansportation. One 
of the most useful things we can do 
is to send automobiles to the Bed Cross 
workers in Servla " 


Tha following extract from this let- 


ter summarized the needs: 


The big cry Is for the women and chil- 
dren. Moat of the children are little srirts, 
«o that means plain, simple, warm gar- 
ments ^ hlch can be worn by peasants who 
have been used to wearing heavy home- 
spuns. The foods required are beans, tea, 
fats, sugrar, cocoa and condensed milk. 
Sweetened condensed milk is not desirable. 
The best tinned milk used on any of the 
fronts is just ths straight tinned milk 
without either condensation or sweetening. 
It ought to be possible to send plenty of 
raisins and prunes from the United States. 
Those Ser\ lan women and children have 
no fruit item In their diet, and they 
need it. 


At the same time the letter told of 


some sadly misguided efforts of privata 
individuals, such as sending pink silk 
lingerie to Macedonian peasant women. 
One boi opened for distribution there 
contained five suits of men's full even- 
ing dress and three sets of false teeth.

gone? 


About one-third lies at the bottom of 


the sea. The treasure of lost vessels 
which, strews the route from England 
to India alone haa been estimated at 
eighty million sterling. 
-, In 1T9S the British frigate De Brook, 
wrecked off the American coast, took 
with her into the depths of the ocean 
gold tvo-th £2,400,000. the spoils of flu 
Intercepted Spanish treasure fleet. An- 
other British warship, the Hussar, 
went down with over a million sterling 
In gold in 17SO, and another million 
•was lost In the Lutine in 1790. 


Much gold, too, is lost through wear 


and tear. It is a soft metal In its nat- 
ural state, and despite the alloys used 
to make it harder it wears away com- 
paratively quickly -when coined into 
money. It is the same with jewelry. 
In these ways and a hundred others 
the gold Rallied by men through sweat 
and blood finds its way back to the 
earth whence it came.—London Opin- 
ion. 


Palestine. 


Palestine, or the Holy Land, is not in 


size or physical characteristics propor- 
tioned to its moral aud historical posi- 
tion as the theater of tha most momen- 
tous events in the world's history. It is 
less than 310 fuiles in length and bare- 
ly forty miles in average width. Earth- 
quakes more or less violent have been 
of frequent occurrence In Palestine. 
One of the most violent occurred in 
the reign of Uzziah. This was connect- j 
ed by Josephus with the sacrilege and 
punishment of that monarch. The 
springs of Palestine, though for the 
most part short lived, are remarkable 
for their abundance nml beauty, espe- 
cially those which fall into the Jordan 
und its lakes throughout its course.
